in the evening and was unable to 
say whether her mother had 
visitor.

AUSTIN, Oct. 11.—0P>—Senators 
today returned to the house with 
approval an amended chain store 
tax 
urged 
by Governor Allred 
and opened debate on a house 
bill to regulate the liquor traffic. 
Advocates of the graduated levy 


on chain stores, ranked In the gov- 
ernor's top three "must" items, 
battered down a stubborn minor- 
ity and passed the bill, 17 to 5, at 
the end of a continuous-eight-hour 
meeting. 


It was the first tax bill and the 


first major 
measure passed by 


both houses this session. Excite- 
ment prevailed af the end. A new 
epislative dav was ordered when 
the majority was Insufficient to 
suspend rules. 


Several senators left, breaking 
a quorum, sergeant-at-arms spent 
an hour rounding up absentees 
while the senate idled. 


Th» break In procedure enabled 
Senator Clint Small of Amarillo to 
get the liquor bill before the sen- 
ate. Senator Grady Woodruff of 
Decatur unsuccessfully sought 1m- 
mediata passage, arguing the sen- 
ate should spead it to a confer- 
ence committee for a final draft. 
Tho bill would limit sale of dis- 


tilled liquor to unbroken packages, 
prohibit consumption on th> prem- 


Ises of sale, and set up a board 
appointed by the governor to ad- 
minister the regulations. 


Concurrence by the hoiiie In 
several senate' amendments broad- 
ening chain store tax exemptions 
was necessary to send th« bill to 
the governor. 


Some Chains Exempted. 


To an 
exemption 
of 
Jura 
yards as approved by the houser 
the senate added voluntary chains 
oil well supply houses, flfjlnif sta- 
tions, dairy 
products processing 
plants, wholesale and retail unlta 
of 
manufacturers 
selling their 
own products, and utilities paying 
gross receipts taxes on merchan- 
dise sales. 


By a two-vote margin advocates 
defeated a three per cent sales 
tax and by larger majorities oth- 
er amendments proposing a two 
per cent gross receipts tax, ex- 
emption of stores with annual 
gross receipts of less than $30,000 
and a sharp reduction of the levy 
on large chains. 


Opponents charged th« tax was 


a punitive ono and would Increase 
the cost of commodities on poor 
people. They charged the exemp- 
tin of voluntary chains would per- 
mit evasion by large chains con- 
trolled .by estern financiers and 
impose an inequitable burden on 
Texas-owned groups. 


Authors calculated It would yield 
approximately $1,000,000 'annually, 
but opponents claimed the revenue 
would be much less. The tax on 
one store would be $1 annually, In- 
creasing sharply with the more 
stores in a chain to $750 on each 
store of chains with 60 or'more 
units.

Charges of politic* motivating 
the bill were made in debate and 
Senator W. K, Hopkins of Gon- 
zales asserted agitation, for it em- 
anated from "the campaign for 
governor of the man who now oc- 
cupies the office downstairs." 


With the maior bill palled by 
both houses and the senate at 
work on another, the house tackled 
the third, fixing of salaries for 
county and district officers remov- 
ed from the fee basis of compen- 
sation by a constitutional amend- 
ment.

PREDICTED ONE HUNDRED YEARS

The veteran said in an Inter-

"It took the French 75 years 
to subjugate Algeria; it took us 
(the Russians) 100 years to con-
